Licences  for  Derris  and  Pyrethrum. — The 

Ministry  of  Supply  announces  that  applica- 
tions for  licences  under  the  Control  of  Derris 
(No.  i)  Order,  1942,  and  the  Control  of 
Pyrethrum  (No.  i)  Order,  1942,  and  corre- 
spondence concerning  the  disposal,  acquisi- 
tion, treatment,  use  or  consumption  of  these 
materials,  should  in  future  be  addressed  to 
the  Ministry  of  Supply  (R.M.D.),  6  Carlton 
House  Terrace,  London,  S.W.i. 

Anti-dermatitis  Preparations. — The  Board 
of  Trade  has  issued  as  S.  R.  &  O.,  1943, 
No.  116,  a  general  licence  in  respect  of  the 
supply  of  anti-dermatitis  preparations. 
The  Order  authorises  any  person  whose 
name  is  entered  in  Part  i  of  the  Manufac- 
turers of  Toilet  Preparations  Register  to 
supply  (in  addition  to  the  controlled  goods 
permitted  under  the  Toilpt  Preparations 
Order)  controlled  goods,  being  anti- 
dermatitis  preparations,  to  certain  under- 
takings. 
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National  Vitamin  Schemes. — From  Feb- 
ruary "  7,  institutions  in  which  children 
entitled  to  benefit  under  the  vitamins 
scheme  are  permanently  resident  may 
obtain  vitamin  products  at  the  following 
prices:  Fruit  juices,  gs.  per  dozen  bottles; 
cod  liver  oil,  i6s.  per  gallon. 

Extended  Call-up  of  Women. — Liability 
of  women  to  be  called  up  under  the  National 
Service  Acts  has  been  extended  to  women 
born  between  July  i,  1922,  and  December 
31,  1923.  The  call-up  procedure  will  be  as 
detailed  in  the  C.  6-  D.,  June  20,  1942, 
p.  672. 

Chemists'  Petroleum  Stocks. — As  will  be 
seen  from  page  154  of  this  issue,  the  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union  is  asking 
chemists  to  make  a  return  to  them  of  their 
stocks  of  petroleum  products  with  a  view  to 
taking  up  with  the  Board  of  Trade  the 
possible  disposal  of  such  products. 

New  Import  Exemption  and  Drawback 
Orders. — The  Import  Duties  (Exemptions) 
(No.  I)  Order,  1943  (S.  R.  &  O.  1943, 
No.  64),  issued  by  the  Treasury,  exempts 
from  duty  certain  goods  imported,  solely 
or  mainly  for  Government  use.  The  Import 
Duties  (Drawback)  (No.  i)  Order  (S.  R. 
&  O.  1943,  No.  36)  amends  the  rate  of 
drawback  in  respect  of  nitro-cellulose  and 
cellulose-acetate  photographic  film  bases. 
Both  Orders  came  into  operation  on 
January  27. 

Export  of  Toilet  Preparations. — The  Per- 
fumery and  Toilet  Preparations  Export 
Group  has  been  in  consultation  with  the 
.Board  of  Trade  in  connexion  with  the  new 
Order  bringing  all  toilet  preparations  to  all 
destinations  under  export  licensing  control 
on  February  15.  A  quota  system  is  to  be 
arranged,  which  the  Group  has  been  asked 
to  administer,  under  which  bulk  export 
licences  up  to  certain  f.o.b.  value  limits 
will  be  issued  covering  shipments  to  four 
broad  groups  of  approved  destinations.  All 
manufacturers  wishing  to  export  toilet 
preparations  after  February  15  are  required 
to  make  an  audited  return  to  the  Perfumery 
and  Toilet  Preparations  Export  Group  of 
their  exports,  whether  direct  or  indirect, 
in  the  calendar  year  1941,  which  will  be 
taken  as  the  basis  for  the  quota  scheme. 
Manufacturers  who  have  not  already  heard 
from  the  Group  should  communicate  with 
the  Secretary,  69  Cannon  Street,  London, 
E.G. 4,  for  further  details.  Shippers  who  do 
not  themselves  manufacture  are  not  re- 
quired to  make  this  return,  as  manufacturers 
will  be  asked  to  give  a  guarantee  that  third 


party  shippers  of  their  goods  will  be  gi 
a  pro  rata  share  of  their  quotas.

ms,"  Mr.  D.  G.  Ardley,  M.P.S.,  made 
ecial  reference  to  sulphonamides,  ami- 
nes and  penicillin.  Mr.  G.  E.  Trease, 
Pharm.,  Ph.C,  presided.  Afterwards 
any  questions  were  asked  and  answered, 
vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  I. 
pleby  and  seconded  by  Miss  Burrows. 

Scientific  Workers  in  Conference. — A  con- 
ence   of  the   Association   of  Scientific 
orkers  on  January  30  and  31  was  opened 
Sir  Robert  Watson-Watt,  who  referred 
a  "famine"  of  scientific  workers.  Mr. 
D.  Swann  outlined  the  Association's 
oposals  for  organising  the  scientific  and 
hnical  resources  of  the  country  to  greater 
ect  in  war-time.    The  recommendations 
luded  setting  up  a  central  board  com- 
sed  of  scientifically  and  technically  quali- 
d  persons.    Sir  Stafford  Cripps  (Minister 
Aircraft  Production)  was  the  principal 
aker.  He  said  the  Government  attached 
e   highest    importance    to    the  proper 
ilisatiop  of  scientific  effort  and  had  built 
during  the  course  of  the  war  a  machinery 
ich  had  enabled  the  country  in  many 
nches  of  science  to  keep  well  ahead  of  its 
eraies.  One  of  the  most  marked  develop- 
nts  had  been  the  growth  of  the  applica- 
n  of  purely  scientific  methods  to  opera- 
ns,  and  there  were  now  large  scientific 
ffs  in  the  three  Services  devoting  their 
"11  and  energy  to  operational  research, 
ere  had  been  reluctance  by  some  indus- 
al  research   departments   to   pool  the 
ults  of  their  research.    All  the  research 


organisations  were  linked  with  the  Supply 
Ministries,  although  a  perfect  method  of 
co-ordination  had  not  yet  been  reached, 
and  there  was  room  for  better  integration. 
Dr.  H.  Barron  dealt  with  the  future  of  the 
plastics  industry.  This,  he  said,  looked 
extremely  bright,  but  Britain's  showing  in 
the  newer  plastics  was  not  at  all  impressive. 
British  manufacturers  fabricated  plastic 
goods  on  an  increasing  scale  and  skilfully, 
but  too  little  of  the  materials  were  made  in 
this  country. 

Eire  Examination  Results. — Forty-one 
candidates  entered  for  the  January  Licence 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  ;  several  passed  with  distinctions. 
Richard  Ferrar  Timoney  gained  honours 
and  gold-medal  marks ;  David  Roice 
passed  with  honours  and  silver-medal 
marks,  and  John  Joseph  Cranitch,  Desmond 
Francis  Gannon,  and  Patricia  Hans  all 
gained  honours.

For  and  Against  State  Dispensaries. — The 

Beveridge  report,  so  far  as  it  affects  phar- 
macy, was  discussed  at  the  January  meeting 
of  the  Hull  Chemists'  Association  and 
branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
case  for  a  State  medical  service  was  lucidly 
expounded  by  Dr.  Drummond,  who  en- 
visaged the  possibility  of  State  dispensaries 
being  set  up  at  health  centres.  He  cited 
many  examples  of  the  medical  services 
existing  in  Russia.  Dr.  Drummond  thought 
more  could  be  done  in  Britain  for  people 
who  were  recovering  from  illness  but  not 
quite  able  to  resume  full-time  work.  He 
suggested  the  abolition  of  approved  societies 
so  that  all  might  have  equal  privileges. 
Another  speaker  was  Mr.  Eric  Brockle- 
HURST,  who  strongly  urged  extension  of 
the  National  Health  Insurance  scheme. 
He  dealt  with  this  subject  from  the  four 
points  of  view  of  {a)  The  public  ;  {b)  the 
State ;  (c)  the  medical  profession ;  and 
{d)  the  pharmacist.  Mr.  Brocklehurst 
considered  the  patients'  preference  would 
invariably  be  to  obtain  their  medicines  at 
chemists'  shops  rather  than  from  State 
dispensaries.  Thanks  to  the  two  speakers 
were  expressed  by  Messrs.  K.  Clappison 
and  R.  Foster. 
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Organisation  Discussed 

Your  editorial  article  on  p.  117,  studied 
in  conjunction  with  the  reports  of  meetings 
of  North  London  chemists  (p.  120)  and  of 
employed  pharmacists  (p.  104),  makes  it 
clear  that  the  more  efficient  organisation 
of  British  pharmacy  has  become  increas- 
ingly urgent.  The  series  of  articles  circulated 
by  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  in  1941,  and 
summarised  in  your  issue  of  October  4  of 
that  year,  included  detailed  proposals  to 
this  end :  so  far  as  I  remember,  they 
attracted  less  attention  than  might  have 
been  expected,  possibly  because  of  general 
preoccupation  with  the  demands  of  the  war. 
Since  then  the  Drug  Trade  Council  has  been 
formed  for  certain  purposes.  The  repre- 
sentative nature  of  this  body  renders  it  a 
factor  to  be  reckoned  with  in  putting  for- 
ward any  organisation  proposals ;  it  may 
therefore  be  hoped  that  it  will  be  consulted 
at  an  early  stage  by  any  group  that  sees 
its  way  to  taking  an  initiative.  The  danger 
inherent  in  over-organisation  was  the  sub- 
ject of  a  warning  by  the  late  Sir  William 
Glyn- Jones  in  1920,  and  I  need  not  empha- 
sise this  aspect  of  the  matter.  Whatever 
is  done  in  the  directions  indicated  in  your 
reports,  a  crucial  point  will  be  the  nature 
of  the  control  to  be  exercised.  Control,  as 
our  dictionaries  inform  us,  is  a  word  of 
extensible  scope  :  I  venture  to  suggest  that 
for  all  interests  concerned  the  guiding 
principle  of  organisation  should  be  efficiency. 
With  this  steadily  in  view,  the  number  of 
mistakes  likely  to  occur  during  a  period 
of  transition  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Personal  Supervision 

Those  who  are  old  enough  to  remember 
the  judgment  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice 
Hawkins  in  the  well-known  Wheeldon  case 
in  1890  would  have  thought  that  only  an 
explicit  reversal  by  an  Act  of  Parliament 
of  the  position  as  then  stated  could  have 
occasioned  any  doubt  of  the  result  of  a  case 
like  that  reported  on  p.  107  of  your  last 
week's  issue.  May  I  quote  a  few  lines  ? 
"The  whole  object  of  the  [1868]  Act  would 
be  frittered  away  and  the  Act  become  a 
dead  letter  were  we  to  declare  by  our 
judgment  that  any  unqualified  assistant 
can  lawfully  and  with  impunity  sell  any 
of  the  poisons  to  which  the  Act  refers,  unless 
upon  each  occasion  of  such  sale  he  acts 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  qualified 
employer  or  a  qualified  assistant  to  such 
employer.    By  such  personal  supervision. 


we  mean  not  merely  presence  in  the  sh( 
or  room  where  the  sale  takes  place,  b 
actual  personal  supervision.  ..."  Happi 
the  matter  is  again  settled  by  the  unanima 
decision  of  three  High  Court  judges.  ; 
his  detailed  examination  of  the  case,  ti 
Lord  Chief  Justice  referred  to  the  pos! 
bility  of  supervision  being  effected  "wi 
the  mechanical  assistance  of  a  telephoi 
or  something  of  that  sort."  In  1890  tl 
telephone,  though  just  above  the  status 
a  scientific  toy,  had  not  been  general 
accepted  as  an  indispensable  aid  to  dai 
business ;  and  it  may  be  guessed  that  t 
courts  of  that  day  would  have  regarded 
with  suspicion  as  a  means  of  establishii 
effective  communication  between  a  pha 
macist  and  an  unqualified  assistant 
remember  a  friend  telling  me  of  the  anno 
ance  with  which,  about  that  time,  he  hea 
a  popular  preacher  represent  an  inquir 
as  telephoning  to  heaven.  Since  that  tir 
the  terrestrial  use  of  the  instrument  h 
surpassed  expectation. 

A  Useful  Course 

If  there  was  any  doubt  as  to  the  dete 
mination  of  British  people  to  maintain  t 
standards   of  civilisation,   the  "refresh 
course"    organised    by    the  Manchest 
Pharmaceutical  Association  (p.  110)  shou 
suffice   to   dispel   it.     Here,    during  tl 
greatest  war  in  history,   is  a  group 
pharmacists  assembling  for  the  purpose 
extending  their  scientific  knowledge  in  pra 
tical  ways  and  with  a  definite  object.  Whi 
we  consider  that  in  several  cases  the  claii 
of  civil  defence  on  spare  time  have  also 
be  satisfied,  such  enthusiasm  is  remarkal 
and  encouraging.    The  choice  of  certa 
aspects  of  sterilisation  for  work  and  instru 
tion  is  a  happy  one.  We  have  only  to  tu 
to  the  British  and  United  States  Phar" 
copoeias  to  realise  the  importance  of  t 
subject.   It  is  significant  that  the  bulk 
the  directions  in  the  British  PharmacopoE 
and  its  Addendum  of  1936  have  been  supe 
seded   by   an   Appendix   to   the  Four 
Addendum  (1941),  which  allots  five  pag 
to  it.  Though  we  may  suppose  that  furt' 
official  pronouncements  on  similar  lines  c; 
wait  till  a  new  Pharmacopoeia  makes 
appearance,  it  is  by  no  means  certain  th 
this  will  be  the  case.  Hints  given  in  lectui 
and  in   monographs  indicate   that  ke 
workers  in  this  field  are  not  yet  satisfi' 
that  all  the  present  manipulative  metho 
are  sufficient  for  all  needs.

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Cancer  Act  Prosecution. — At  Leicester, 
recently,  William  P.  Vickerstaff,  herbalist, 
was  summoned  in  respect  of  an  advertise- 
ment displayed  in  his  shop  window,  con- 
taining an  offer  to  treat  persons  for  cancer 
and  to  give  advice.  He  was  also  summoned 
for  a  similar  breach  of  the  Act  contained 
in  a  booklet.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated 
that  Mr.  Vickerstaff  had  refrained  from 
treating  cancer  since  the  passing  of  the  Act, 
but  thought  he  was  approaching  the  matter 
in  a  common-sense  manner  by  referring  to 
testimonials  to  his  work.  The  charges  were 
dealt  with  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders 
Act  on  the  payment  of  costs. 

Pharmacy  Act  Case. — At  Bradford,  re- 
cently, J.  Robinson  &  Sons  (Bradford),  Ltd., 
were  summoned  for  using  the  title  "che- 
mist" when  not  being  registered  and  also 
for  selling  an  ointment  that  was  falsely 
described  as  purely  herbal.  It  was  stated 
by  the  prosecution  that  the  company  had 
issued  literature  in  which  the  word  "che- 
mist" appeared,  but  did  not  now  have  a 
qualified  chemist  in  its  employ.  It  had  been 
explained  on  behalf  of  the  defendants  that 
when  they  lost  the  services  of  their  chemist 
they  had  ceasfed  using  that  description. 
Referring  to  the  summons  respecting  the 
ointment,  it  was  stated  that  this  contained 
mineral  matter.  A  fine  of  £2  2S.  was  im- 
posed on  the  first  summons  and  ;^8  8s.  on 
the  second. 

Application  for  Injunction. — An  action 
brought  by  Roche  Products,  Ltd.,  against 
Mr.  Hugh  Dalton,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  and  Lindley  Robertson  Armitage, 
was  mentioned  to  Mr.  Justice  Uthwatt,  in 
the  Chancery  Division  on  February  2,  when 
Mr.  C.  R.  D.  Richmount,  for  plaintiffs,  said 
they  were  moving  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  second  defendant  from  acting 
under  a  supervision  order  made  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  under  Section  3  of  the 
Trading  with  the  Enemy  Act. 

Mr.  Richmount  said  he  was  led  by  Sir 
Walter  Monckton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  H.  O. 
Danckwerts  appeared  for  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Danckwerts :  The  Attorney-General 
is  going  to  lead  me.  I  ask  your  Lordship 
to  stand  the  motion  over  for  three  weeks. 
There  seems  to  be  no  particular  hurry. 

Asked  how  long  the  case  would  last,  Mr. 
Danckwerts  said  it  was  one  of  those  cases 
which  would  be  met  with  a  legal  objection 
at  the  outset. 

Mr.  Justice  Uthwatt  said  the  motion 
could  stand  over  until  February  23.

irs  of  Misuse 

pough  flue  dust  may  be  suitable  for 
jrmer  to  apply  as  a  winter  dressing  to 


the  land,  a  word  of  warning  must  be  given 
regarding  its  use  in  compounded  fertilisers. 
Flue  dust  contains  many  impurities,  the 
chief  of  which  is  thiocyanate,  Avhich  has  a 
deleterious  effect  on  certain  plants,  such  as 
tomatoes.  Flue  dust,  as  such,  should  not 
be  used  as  an  ingredient  of  tomato  fertilisers 
unless  the  thiocyanate  has  been  removed  or 
decomposed.  The  same  remarks  apply  to 
potash  recovered  from  other  industrial 
processes ;  their  freedom  from  possible 
injury  to  the  plant  requires  determining  in 
every  instance.  A  certain  economy  in  the 
use  of  potassium  may  be  effected  by  the 
judicious  use  of  sodium  chloride.  The  effect 
of  sodium  is  twofold ;  it  acts  on  the  soil, 
liberating  reserves  of  potassium,  and  it  also 
enables  the  plant  in  some  way  to  make  a 
better  use  of  a  limited  ration  of  potash. 
The  inclusion  of  sodium  chloride  in  com- 
pounded fertilisers,  however,  is  not  without 
danger,  and  whilst  it  may  be  safely  used 
with  mangolds  and  sugar  beet,  it  may 
affect  the  quality  of  other  vegetables. 
There  is  another  danger,  that  the  prolonged 
use  of  sodium  chloride  may  seriously 
deplete  the  reserves  of  potash  in  the  soil. 

Lime 

The  advantages  of  lime  in  the  soil  vary 
and  may  be  briefly  summarised  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Neutralisation  of  the  nitric  acid 
formed  by  oxidation  of  ammonium  salts. 
This  maintains  a  slightly  alkaline  medium, 
best  suited  for  permitting  nitrifying  bacteria 
to  function. 

[h]  Liberation  of  potash  and  other  ele- 
ments from  silicates,  thus  rendering  them 
more  readily  available. 

(c)  Decomposition  of  ammonium  sulphate 
into  ammonium  carbonate,  which  is  a 
necessary  precondition  to  the  absorption 
of  ammonia  by  soils  and  its  oxidation  to 
nitrate. 

[d)  Increasing  the  efficiency  of  many 
manures. 

{e)  Improvement  in  the  physical  pro- 
perties of  soils.  It  improves  the  water- 
retaining  properties  of  sandy  soils,  and  causes 
fiocculation  in  clay  soils,  changing  a  sticky 
clay  soil  into  a  friable  form  easier  to 
cultivate. 

The  part  played  by  calcium  as  an  essen- 
tial constituent  of  plants  is  not  thoroughly 
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understood,  but  it  is  probable  that  the  more 
soluble  nitrate  and  sulphate  are  the  forms 
in  which  the  plant  obtains  its  calcium. 

The  term  "lime"  as  commonly  used  in- 
cludes both  burnt  and  slaked  lime  and 
calcium  carbonate.  Under  the  Fertiliser 
and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  five  definitions  are 
given  for  these  substances,  namely : — 

1.  Slaked  lime  (Ca(OH)2). 

2.  Quick  lime,  ground  or  otherwise  (CaO). 

3.  Ground  chalk,  obtained  by  grinding 
cretaceous  limestone. 

4.  Ground  limestone,  obtained  by  grind- 
ing sedimentary  rock,  containing  principally 
CaCOg. 

5.  Dried  carbonate  of  lime,  a  by-product 
consisting  principally  of  CaCOg,  obtained 
from  manufacturing  processes. 

The  most  effective  method  of  applying 
lime  is  as  burnt  lime,  which  is  allowed  to 
slake,  and  become  to  a  certain  extent 
carbonate,  by  exposure  to  air.  In  this  man- 
ner it  is  broken  up  into  very  fine  powder 
mixed  easily  with  the  soil.  Ground  lime 
which  has  been  already  finely  powdered 
is  also  available.  As  a  by-product  from 
gas  works,  there  is  "gas  lime,"  which 
contains  about  25  per  cent,  effective  CaO, 
together  with  cyanogen  and  sulphur  com- 
pounds, abstracted  as  impurities  from  the 
coal  gas,  but  this  grade  should  be  well 
exposed  before  use  to  allow  of-  thorough 
oxidation  of  the  sulphide,  sulphite,  thio- 
sulphate,  etc.,  which  possess  a  certain 
deleterious  effect  on  vegetation.  Calcium 
carbonate,  either  as  chalk,  limestone,  or 
by-product  material,  may  be  used  instead 
of  lime,  but  has  only  half  its  neutralising 
capacity  and  a  much  slower  effect.  For  all 
five  grades  mentioned,  the  Fertiliser  and 
Feeding  Stuffs  Act  requires  the  amount 
(or  equivalent  amount)  of  CaO  to  be  stated  ; 
for  limestone  the  proportion  which  will  pass 
through  a  loo-mesh  sieve  must  also  be 
given. 

Trace  Elements 

A  full  resume  of  the  research  work  carried 
out  in  recent  years  on  the  functions  and 
importance  of  trace  elements  to  plant  life 
and  growth  would  merit  several  articles, 
and  there  is  space  here  only  for  a  brief 
mention  of  the  more  important.  Research  in 
this  field  has  been  greatly  furthered  by  the 
introduction  into  chemical  analysis  of 
methods  capable  of  detecting  small  quan- 
tities of  metals  and  other  ions.  These 
methods  have  been  elaborated  in  two  main 
ways :  first,  spectrographic  analysis,  which 
gives  an  almost  complete  qualitative  picture 
of  all  the  metals  present,  the  introduction  of 


the  microphotometer  having  done  1 
towards  making  these  determinations  c 
titative  as  well  as  qualitative, 
apparatus  is  expensive  to  instal  and  red 
special  technique  and  physico-chel 
knowledge ;  it  is  outside  the  usual  i 
of  scope  of  most  laboratories.

nally  it  must  be  pointed  out  that 
ounded  fertilisers  and  most  fertiliser 
icals  are  subject  to  the  Fertiliser  and 
ing  Stuffs  Act,  1926,  and  any  retail 
"st  taking  up  this  class  of  business  is 
advised  to  make  himself  familiar  with 
rovisions  of  this  legislation.  Space  does 


not  permit  of  a  detailed  summary  of  the 
Act,  out  it  may  be  said  that  in  general  its 
purpose  is  to  protect  the  purchaser  from 
fraud  by  providing  him  with  a  declaration 
on  the  label  of  the  proportion  of  essential 
plant  or  food  constituents  present. 

Calculation  of  Percentage 

Under  the  Act  as  it  applies  to  sales  of 
fertilisers,  the  percentage  of  nitrogen  pre- 
sent is  to  be  declared  in  the  case  of  cyana- 
mide,  hoof  and  horn  meal,  nitrates  of  lime 
and  sodium,  and  dried  blood.  Soluble  phos- 
phoric acid,  in  terms  of  P2O5,  is  required  to 
be  declared  on  superphosphate,  and  total 
P2O5  on  basic  slag  and  rock  phosphate.  Both 
nitrogen  and  total  PgOg  contents  of  bone, 
meat  and  fish  products  are  to  be  declared, 
and  potash  salts  require  the  declaration  of 
their  KgO  content.  Compounded  ferilisers 
require  all  their  constituents  to  be  stated. 
Standard  methods  of  analysis  are  laid  down, 
and  there  are  strict  limits  of  variation  from 
the  declaration  within  which  the  sample 
must  fall.  In  selling  a  fertiliser  compounded 
by  himself,  the  retail  chemist  must  take 
these  requirements  into  account ;  it  will  not, 
in  general,  be  practicable  for  him  to  have 
each  batch  analysed  but,  since  he  should 
have  available  the  declared  figures  on  his 
raw  material,  he  can  work  out  the  declara- 
tion of  the  compounded  fertilisers  from  the 
proportions  used  in  his  formula.  In  this 
respect,  he  should  pay  attention  to  any 
possible  chemical  reaction,  such  as  loss  of 
ammonia  and  reversion  of  soluble  phos- 
phoric acid,  which  may  take  place  in  his 
mixture.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
obligation  to  give  a  declaration  is  not 
required  in  mixing  two  or  more  articles  at 
the  request  of  a  purchaser,  or  in  the  case  of 
sales  of  less  than  56  lb.,  if  it  is  taken  in  the 
presence  of  the  purchaser  from  a  parcel 
bearing  a  conspicuous  label  on  which  are 
marked  the  required  particulars. 


"O.C.  Cosmetics"  for  Service  Women.

In  view  of  renewed  activity  on  the  part 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  regarding 
the  organisation  of  employees,  it  was 
decided,  after  discussion,  to  leave  the 
matter  in  abeyance  for  one  month. 

Air  Raid  Assistance  and  War  Distress  Funds 

Two  claims  upon  the  N.P.U.  Air  Raid 
Assistance  Fund  had  been  made  since  the 
previous  meeting ;  it  was  anticipated  that 
one  would  be  in  respect  of  closure  for  one 
month ;  details  of  the  other  claim  were  not 
available  at  the  time  of  the  meeting.  No 
change  had  occurred  in  the  position  of  the 
N.P.U.  War  Distress  Fund  since  the 
previous  meeting  of  the  Executive.  Sub- 
scriptions to  date  amounted  to  ;^20,72o; 
weekly  payments  being  made  were  £2^  13s. 

The  accounts  and  report  upon  the  work 
of  the  N.P.U.  clearing-house  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1942,  were  received. 

Secretary's  Report 

In  his  report  on  matters  that  had  arisen 
since  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Executive, 
The  Secretary  referred  to  negotiations 
with  which  the  N.P.U.  had  been  associated 
in  an  endeavour  to  obtain  more  satisfactory 
administration  of  the  Location  of  Retail 
Businesses  Order;  an  endeavour  to  secure 
N.P.U.  representation  on  the  Advisory 
Committee  to  the  Board  of  Trade  on 
manufacture  and  distribution  of  toilet 
preparations ;  an  interview  with  the  Board 
of  Trade  during  the  early  part  of  January 
aimed  at  easing  the  position  of  the  small 
retailer-manufacturer  under  the  Toilet 
Preparations  Order;  a  discussion  that  had 
taken  place  with  the  Director  of  Public 
Relations,  Ministry  of  Health,  about  a 
suggestion  that  pharmacies  should  be  used 
as  centres  of  health  education ;  and  an 
approach  to  the  Board  of  Trade  to  secure 
coupon-free  glass  cloths  for  pharmacists.  It 
was  reported  that  several  organisations 
represented  on  the  Parliamentary  Fund 
Committee  Jiad  proposed  amendments  to 
the  draft  constitution.  The  Executive 
considered  these  proposals  should  be  sub- 


mitted to  a  full  mseting  of  the  Pa 
mentary  Fund  Committee.  The  Execi 
received  a  report  on  a  proposal  to  regi 
saccharin  distribution ;  on  proposed  p 
control  for  glucose  powder  and  vitamii 
glucose  preparations ;  free  distributic 
cod  liver  oil,  etc.,  to  children  ;  and  prop 
maximum  prices  for  hardware  used  ir 
chemist's  business.  A  statement  by 
Secretary  on  the  effect  on  the  N.P.U. 
its  allied  organisations  of  suggestions'! 
in  the  Beveridge  report  was  also  rece 
and  considered.  The  following  resoh 
was  received  from  the  Nottingham  Br 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society : —

Avenue,  Headingley,  Leeds,  on  January  27, 
Mr.  Thomas  Swales,  the  beloved  husband 
of  Anne,  and  father  of  Howard  Swales,  aged 
seventy-five.

Pharmacy  in  State  Medical 
Schemes 

N  this  and  subsequent  articles  we  propose 
o  discuss  the  prospects  of  pharmacy  in 
est- war  years.    Such  subjects  as  State 

edical  service,  organisation,  education  and 
ther  matters  are  so  interwoven  that  the 
nfluences  which  affect  the  one  inevitably 

ave  repercussions  on  the  others.  That  the 
ocial  services  of  this  country  will  undergo 

general  overhaul  and  extension  soon  after 
he  cessation  of  hostilities  is  regarded  as 
nevitable  by  all  sections  of  the  community. 

ew  among  us  can  regard  with  equanimity 
the  health  services  as  they  exist  today,  and 
Parliament's  reaction  to  the  Beveridge 
report  is  awaited  with  considerable  interest. 
Meanwhile  the  memoranda  which  have  been 
issued  by  other  bodies  is  an  indication  of 
the  trend  of  opinion  generally.  The  problem 
for  pharmacy  is  how  and  where  the  phar- 
macists' services  can  be  utilised  and  in  what 
directions  the  profession  should  be  re- 
orientated. All  the  plans  so  far  suggested 
visualise  the  establishment  of  health  centres, 
and  if  these  are  adopted  it  is  obvious  that 
they  will  have  to  be  staffed  and  equipped 
on  a  scale  far  in  excess  of  present-day  out- 


patients' departments  of  hospitals.  The 
period  so  often  wasted  in  waiting  to  see  a 
doctor,  to  be  attended  by  the  nurse,  for 
a  diagnosis  or  for  medicine  will  have  to  be 
drastically  curtailed,  while  it  must  not  be 
overlooked  that  a  State  medical  scheme 
may  well  embrace  persons  with  incomes  up 
to  £750  per  annum  as  well  as  their  depend- 
ants. It  is  conceivable,  therefore,  that  in 
every  town  there  would  have  to  be  estab- 
lished a  number  of  clinics  or  health  centres. 

The  problem  at  once  arises  whether  the 
medicines  for  those  visiting  the  clinics 
should  be  dispensed  there  or  at  existing 
pharmacies.  Pharmacists  should  be  allowed 
a  considerable  voice  if  and  when  such 
a  project  comes  to  be  discussed,  and 
we  think  that  if  a  vote  were  taken  the 
majority  might  favour  the  latter  course. 
Such  a  decision  must  not  be  made  lightly, 
for  on  it  depends  the  whole  future  develop- 
ment of  pharmacy.  It  is  obvious,  therefore, 
that  the  matter  should  be  fully  debated 
without  delay  by  chemists  whenever  and 
wherever  they  meet.  Most  chemists  will, 
we  think,  be  able  to  appreciate  the  problems 
involved  if  extension  of  the  health  services 
consisted  only  in  expanding  the  present 
National  Health  Insurance  services.  It  is 
important  to  realise,  however,  that  vastly 
more  than  the  supplying  of  medicine  is 
comprised  in  the  schemes  now  being  put 
forward,  so  that  it  is  worth  while  to  discuss 
the  potentialities  for  pharmacy  if  the  clini9s 
are  developed  as  foreshadowed. 

Attractions  of  State  Service 

Let  it  be  supposed  that  the  hospital  as 
we  know  it  today  is  reserved  entirely  for 
in-patients  and  the  clinic  for  out-patients. 
The  clinics  will  need  to  include  in  their 
establishment  a  pharmacy  department 
which,  in  addition  to  undertaking  dispensing 
throughout  the  twenty-four  hours,  will  have 
to  be  capable  of  performing,  among  other 
things,  sterilisation,  bacteriology,  sputum 
and  urine  analysis,  blood  counts,  the  sup- 
plying and  supervising  the  fitting  of  surgical 
appliances,  and  possibly  radiological  work. 
If  a  scheme  of  this  nature  were  put  into 
operation  there  would  be  little  dispensing 
to  be  done  in  private  pharmacies,  but  there 
would  be  real  pharmaceutical  work  for 
pharmacists  who  took  up  appointments  at 
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he  state  clinics,  and  it  is  evident  that  there 
,re  many  attractions  in  such  appointments, 
lot  the  least  of  which  are  a  definite  place  in 
he  health  service  of  the  country,  security  of 
ncome,  freedom  from  duty  outside  stated 
lOurs,  and  opportunities  for  research  and  for 
.pplying  professional  knowledge. 

Supervision  and  Personal 
Control 

?HE  difference  between  supervision  and 
•ersonal  control  over  the  retail  sale  of  a 
'art  I  poison  was  made  abundantly  clear 
a  the  appeal  by  Mr.  W.  R.  Roberts,  an 
aspector  acting  ^  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
lociety  of  Great  Britain,  recently.  Mr. 
Roberts  appealed  against  a  decision  of  the 
5arnsley  magistrates,  who  had  dismissed 
,  summons  against  Littlewoods  Mail  Order 
;tores,  Ltd.,  under  Section  i8  (i)  (a)  (iii)  of 
he  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933  (see 
^.  &  D.,  January  30,  p.  107).  This  Section 
if  the  Act  provides  that  it  shall  not  be 
iwful  for  a  person  to  sell  any  poison 
icluded  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  List  unless 
l)  he  is  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons  ;  and 
ii)  the  sale  is  effected  on  registered  pre- 
lises ;  and  (iii)  the  sale  is  effected  by  or 
nder  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
iharmacist. 

According  to  evidence  the  Society's 
ispector  entered  Messrs.  Littlewoods' 
tore,  went  up  to  the  drug  counter,,  and 
licked  up  the  two  preparations  which 
Drmed  the  subject  of  the  prosecution, 
le  was  served  by  a  young  girl  who  could 
Lot  possibly  judge  whether  he  was  a  fit 
nd  proper  person  to  purchase  the  poison, 
ifter  making  the  purchase  the  inspector 
sked  to  see  the  registered  pharmacist,  who, 
t  transpired,  was  in  a  stock-room  and 
ppeared  after  about  five  minutes.  The 
Jench  refused  to  convict,  holding  that  the 
ales  had  taken  place  under  the  supervision 
f  the  registered  pharmacist. 

When  the  appeal  came  before  the  High 
'ourt,  counsel  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
iociety  contended  that  the  pharmacist 
ould  not  supervise  a  sale  when  not  only 
/as  he  not  present  but  knew  nothing  about 
;.  Counsel  for  Messrs.  Littlewoods  took 
he  view  that  supervision  did  not  mean 


that  everything  had  to  be  done  by  th 
individual  concerned.  It  meant  that  h 
had  to  make  arrangements  for  things  to  b 
done  properly,  and  it  was  for  the  prosecu 
tion  to  establish  that  he  was  not  super 
vising.  Attention  of  the  Court  was  draw] 
to  Section  19  (4)  of  the  Act,  which  require 
that  where  medicines  are  compounded  oi 
the  premises  that  must  be  done  "unde 
the  direct  and  personal  supervision  of  th 
registered  pharmacist."  There  was  ; 
contrast,  counsel  considered,  between  tha 
supervision  and  the  general  supervisioi 
called  for  under  Section  18.  It  was  entireb 
a  question  of  fact  affd  of  degree  for  th( 
justices  to  decide  whether  proper  super 
vision  was  exercised  under  Section  18. 


The  Difference 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  (Lord  Caldecote) 
in  giving  judgment,  said  Section  18  was  noi 
dealing  with  the  conduct  of  a  business 
that  was  the  subject  of  Section  9,  whicl: 
provided  that  the  business,  if  not  undei 
the  personal  control  of  the  superintendent 
must  be  under  the  personal  control  of  a 
registered  pharmacist.  There  was  a  differ 
ence  between  a  business  under  the  persona 
control  of  a  manager  who  must  be  a  phar- 
macist and  a  sale  by  or  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  pharmacist.  It  was  quite 
possible  for  a  man  upstairs  to  exercise 
personal  control  of  a  business,  but  whil 
he  was  upstairs  he  could  not,  his  Lordship 
thought,  be  supervising  a  particular  sale  as 
required  by  Section  18  (i)  (a)  (iii).  The 
Section  was  reasonably  plain.  Each  indi 
vidual  sale,  though  not  necessarily  effected 
by  the  qualified  person,  must  be  shown  by 
the  evidence  to  be  under  his  supervision 
in  the  sense  that  he  must  be  aware  of  what 
was  going  on  at  the  counter,  and  in  a  posi 
tion  to  supervise  or  superintend  the 
activities  of  the  young  women  by  whose 
hands  each  individual  sale  was  effected 
It  was  over-straining  the  meaning  of  the 
words  "  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist"  to  say  that  the  requirement 
could  be  satisfied  by  the  presence  of  a 
registered  pharmacist  in  another  part  of  the 
building  unless  there  was  evidence  to  show 
that  by  some  mechanical  means  he  was  able 
to  give  supervision  to  what  was  going  on 
at  the  counter.    The  other  judges,  Mr. 
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e  Humphreys  and  Mr.  Justice  Tucker, 

decision  indicates  that  the  view  held 
e  Council  of  the  Society  and  its 
ers,  i.e.,  that  the  pharmacist  has  a 
sibility  which  he  cannot  delegate 
unqualified  person,  is  the  right  one.

emption,  buttoxemia,  and  gastromonotony, 
but  the  judge  awarded  the  prize  to  vita- 
minosis.  This — believe  it  or  not — was 
simply  our  old  friend  hypervitaminosis,  for 
which  the  imaginary  remedy  was  Vitaneut 
("neutralises  vitamins  in  ten  seconds"). 
Apart  from  some  surprising  symptoms  in 
the  second  entry  (embulced  tongue,  relaxed 
thrumboles,  swollen  luptics,  jerky  umbella, 
shoddy  juvicels),  the  remaining  published 
efforts  were  not  (in  the  opinion  of  a  plain 
chemist  and  druggist)  any  advance  on  the 
originals  to  be  found  in  any  popular  weekly. 
(The  fourth,  though  not  ranked  so  highly 
by  the  judge,  possibly  gained  in  humour 
by  abandoning  pseudo-medicine  and  tilting 
at  the  prevalent  disease  of  entering  literary 
competitions.) 

Fiction  V.  Fact 

Compare,  for  example,  the  two  following 
passages,  one  from  an  actual  advertise- 
ment and  the  other  from  a  competition 
entry : — 

(a)  Dull  eyes,  yellow  puffed  eyes,  eyes 
that  burn  but  do  not  sparkle,  tell  of  one 
thing.  They  speak  of  constipation,  of  a 
system  clogged  with  matter  that  poisons, 
depresses,  and  saps  energy.  Constipation 
should  be  given  short  shrift.  If  allowed 
to  continue  it  will  lower  your  power  of 
resistance  to  infection ;  lower  your  hold 
on  life ;  lower  your  earning  power  in  a 
competitive  world.  One  thing  is  needed 
to  dispel  it. 

{b)  One  adult  in  ten  has  now  become  a 
victim  to  this  latest  scourge  of  our  war- 
time civilisation.  Men  and  women  in  the 
prime  of  life  find  their  stature  decreasing, 
their  skin  wizening,  their  toe-nails  ceasing 
to  grow  even  inwards.  Have  you  joined 
this  stricken  band  ?  ...  Do  you  secretly 
covet  a  bath  chair?  In  fact,  have  you 
got  that  Shrinking  Feeling  ? 

Small  wonder  that  the  judge's  comment 
was  "On  the  whole  the  diseases  were  more 
convincing  than  the  remedies."  They  de- 
manded less  originality,  perhaps.  Even  so, 
what  have  gloids,  primps  and  dilly-doubles 
to  offer  against  mumps,  bagassosis,  and  risus 
sardonicus?  It  has  been  said  that  there  is 
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nothing  new  under  the  ultra-violet  .lamp, 
and  the  only  real  joke  was  an  old  one : — 
"  I  feel  in  perfect  health  !  " 
"Then  beware! — Doctors  assert,  and 
science  has  proved,  that  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  perfect  health." 
The  dialogue  is  almost  a  paraphrase  of 
the  announcement  "Many  people  who  are 
MODERATELY  well  think  they  are  quite 
well ' '  with  which  Uncle  Ponderevo  boosted 
Tono-Bungay  in  H.  G.  Wells's  novel  of 
that  name. 

One  of  G.  K.  Chesterton's  best  essays 
includes  a  fable  about  a  group  of  story- 
tellers who  endeavoured  to  invent  a  story 
so  tall  that  it  was  past  belief  even  by  the 
extremely  gullible  king  to  whom  it  was  to 


be  told.  How  one  of  the  story-tellers  fin 
succeeded  is  not  of  present  moment, 
the  "New  Statesman"  competition 
based   on   advertisements   directed  a 
section  of  the  public  so  gullible  ther 
almost  nothing  it  will  not  swallow.  ' 
the  caricature  is  neither  more  nor 
entertaining  (according  to  the  way  you 
at  things)  than  the  original  is  a  sad 
inevitable  commentary.  If  it  is  true,  as 
judge  remarks,  that  "our  advertisers 
patent  medicines  seem  to  shout  less 
they  did,"  the  reason  is,  unfortunat 
only  an  effect  of  the  paper  shortage 
not  an  improvement  in  the  critical  faci 
of  the  public.  That  will  come,  if  it 
come,  only  very  gradually.

t  first-aid  treatment  for  all  such  injuries, 
ection  of  the  exposed  skin  should  be 
ed  out  by  a  responsible  person  with 


some  knowledge  and  experience  (e.g.  a 
nurse  or  first-aid  attendant)  to  ensure  that 
full  use  is  being  made  of  protective  measures 
and  to  detect  the  earliest  signs  of  irritation. 
Intelligent  inspection,  followed  by  appro- 
priate measures,  ranging  from  additional 
protection  to  a  change,  perhaps  only  tem- 
porary, of  work,  reduces  the  incidence  of 
severer  cases  of  dermatitis  requiring 
absence  from  work  and  carrying  the  risk  of 
relapse  on  return.  The  usefulness  of  hot 
water,  soap  and  clean  towels  is  enhanced 
if  the  accommodation  is  placed  in  charge 
of  a  responsible  person.  The  accommodation 
should  be  kept  clean,  and  sufficient  space 
provided  for  the  numbers  employed. 

Criteria  for  Barrier  Substances 

An  appendix  urges  that  barrier  substances 
should  be : — 

Non-irritating  to  the  skin.  Preparations 
with  a  pK  much  above  or  below  that  of 
the  skin — about  5 •5-6-5 — are  liable  to  be 
irritating  and  so  are  many  antiseptics, 
dehydrating  and  degreasing  agents. 

Insoluble  in  such  substances  as  oil, 
methylated  spirit  and  turpentine,  against 
which  skin  protection  is  specifically  required. 
This  criterion  demands  a  range  of  formulas 
for  barrier  substances  in  different  circum- 
ste-nces.  A  simple  method  of  applying  this 
criterion  is  to  spread  and  allow  to  dry  on 
a  clean  glass  plate  (preferably  at  skin 
temperature)  a  thin  film  of  the  barrier 
substance  under  consideration.  Portions 
of  the  dried  film  can  then  be  transferred 
to  test  tubes  with  the  specific  irritant  against 
which  skin  protection  is  desired  and  exam- 
ined at  intervals.  The  severity  and  scope 
of  the  test  can  be  varied  as  desired. 

Easily  applied  and  reasonably  stable,  i.e. 
not  becoming  so  dry  as  to  cause  the  film  to 
crack  or  peel  off. 

Non-slippery.  A  barrier  substance  should 
not,  however,  render  the  skin  so  sticky  as 
to  interfere  with  necessary  work. 

Easily  removed  after  work  by  the  ordinary 
procedure  for  washing  without  the  aid  of 
special  cleansers. 

The  appendix  to  the  memorandum  also 
lists  official  memoranda  and  cautionary 
notices  on  various  aspects  of  dermatitis.

Edinburgh. — At  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  on  January  21  to 
discuss  the  Beveridge  Report,  Dr.  Wil]jie 
Millar,  speaking  on  comprehensive  medical 
services,  agreed  that  larger  benefits  during 
illness  would  give  a  better  chance  of  re- 
covery from  disease.  If,  as  was  the  aim,  a 
complete  medical  service  was  made  available 
for  the  whole  community,  private  practices 
would  become  a  shrinking  asset.  It  seemed 
desirable  that  private  practice  should 
continue.  The  running  of  private  practice 
alongside  National  Health  Insurance  prac- 
tice had  probably  been  to  the  advantage  of 
both.  The  important  thing  was  that  eco- 
nomic reasons  should  not  prevent  anyone 
from  getting  all  medical  attention.  He  would 
support  any  method  by  which  they  could 
retain  freedom  of  choice — of  doctor  by 
patients  and  of  patient,  by  doctors.

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EIRE  DRUG  TRADE  DINNER 


What  proved  to  be  the  largest  drug  trade 
dinner  held  in  Dublin  since  the  visit  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  1929 
was  organised  by  the  Irish  Drug  Association 
on  January  12.  Over  seventy  were  present, 
Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher  (president)  in  the  chair. 
A  delegation  from  Lower  Mount  Street 
was  headed  by  Mr.  John  Gleeson  (president, 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland),  and  in 
addition  the  manufacturers,  wholesalers, 
the  Irish  Chemists'  Golfing  Society,  Chem- 
ists' Rugby  Club,  and  assistants,  were  all 
well  represented. 

Toast  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

The  toast  of  "Ireland"  having  been 
honoured.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  F.  X. 
Meagher)  welcomed  the  principal  guests  and 
reported  a  number  of  apologies.  He  then 
called  upon  Mr.  Lyall  Smith  (vice-president) 
to  propose  "that  dull  and  academic  body 
— the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land." Mr.  Smith  said  the  Society  had 
always  given  full  co-operation  to  the 
Irish  Drug  Association  and  before  that  to 
the  Dublin  and  Provincial  Drug  Associa- 
tion. They  were  pleased  to  welcome 
Mr.  Gleeson,  the  Society's  new  president, 
in  his  capacity  as  ex-officio  member  of 
their  committee.  While  the  I.D.A.  existed 
primarily  for  the  protection  of  its  members, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  under  its 
Charter  of  1875,  was  more  for  the  protection 
of  the  public.  An  extract  from  this  Charter 
set  out  that  it  was  constituted  for  "the 
more  effectually  preserving  the  health  of 
his  Majesty's  subjects  throughout  the 
Kingdom  of  Ireland,  also  it  is  enacted  that 
no  person  shall  open  shop  or  practice  the 
art  and  mystery  of  pharmacy  within  the 
Kingdom  of  Ireland  until  he  shall  have 
been  examined  as  to  his  qualifications  and 
knowledge  of  the  business."  The  excellent 
manner  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  carried  out  the  first  of  these 
extracts  was  well  known. 

Rising  to  reply,  Mr.  John  Gleeson, 
who  received  a  cordial  welcome,  said : 
"I  have  had  the  great  honour  of  having 
been  elected  president  of  the  Society  for  the 
year  1942-43.  I  have  been  twice  blessed, 
however,  in  having  as  my  lieutenants  my 
old  friends  Con  Cremen  and  Paddy  Cahill, 
and  in  having  obtained  the  loyal  support 
and  co-operation  of  a  most  tolerant  Council, 
not  forgetting  the  able  assistance  of  a  most 
efficient  Registrar."  The  coming  together, 
he  went  on,  of  the  two  responsible  bodies

While  there  is  a  fairly  steady  flow  of  busi- 
ness, in  the  London  drug  and  chemical 
markets,  the  quantities  involved  are  usually 
quite  small.  Most  of  the  orders  are  coming 
from  the  home  trade  for  supplies  required 
to  meet  immediate  consuming  demands. 
Prices  are  generally  firm,  and  without 
substantial  change.  Only  one  price  altera- 
tion is  noted  in  Pharmaceutical  Chemi- 
cals :  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  Bromides. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  quietness  of  these  markets,  which 
has  been  the  prevailing  feature  for  many 
weeks  past,  has  continued  during  the  past 
week  and  there  are  few  changes  in  quoted 
values.  An  ordinary  routine  business  is 
being  done  in  small  lots  of  first-quality 
Agar  for  bacteriological  use.  Cape  Aloes  is 
firmer.  Two  Balsams  (tolu  and  Canada)  are 
in  short  supply,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether 
further  stocks  of  the  latter  could  easily  be 
located.  A  few  small  inquiries  are  being 
received  for  Benzoin.  Natural  grades  of 
Camphor  are  in  poor  demand.  The  slightly 
higher  spot  price  mentioned  recently  tor 
Zanzibar  Cloves  is  maintained.  Kordofan 
Gum  acacia  is  steady  at  the  lower  level 
noted  last  week.  Ipecacuanha  is  rather 
firmer  on  spot,  but  price  changes  are  not 
important.  East  India  Liquorice  root 
remains  in  good  supply.  As  noted  last  week, 
controlled  prices  of  Peppers  have  been 
amended ;  the  new  schedules  are  given.

;ourse  a  subcommittee  of  the  Voluntary 
hospitals'  Committee  for  London  received 
L  deputation  of  the  Guild,  at  which  views 


were  exchanged  upon  the  subject.  Durir 
this  time  and  since,  correspondence  has  bee 
exchanged  with  the  British  '  Hospital 
Association,  which  in  due  course  appointe 
a  Committee  to  deal  with  the  subject;  tk 
Committee  received  a  deputation  compose 
of  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Guild 
Public  Pharmacists.  In  due  course  tl; 
British  Hospitals'  Association  submitte 
their  recommendations  to  the  Council 
the  Guild  and  shortly  afterwards  circulate 
same  to  their  members.

Sir, — It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  plead  fclii 
a  further  increase  in  the  standard  rate  cf 
Insurance  dispensing  fees,  in  spite  of  th 
niggardliness  of  present  payments.  Onl 
feels,  however,  that  a  justifiable  case  ca: 
be  made  for  a  gradation  of  such  fees  base 
on  the  number  of  doses  prescribed.  Owin 
to  the  shortage  of  doctors,  more  and  mor 
of  them  have  quite  given  up  the  recognise 
rule  of  prescribing  sixteen  doses,  and  th 
practice  in  this  town,  and  no  doubt  through 
out  the  country,  is  for  the  patient  to  b 
given  scripts  for  8  oz.  dessertspoonful  an( 
even  teaspoonful  mixtures,  while  16  02 
tablespoons  are  getting  more  and  mor 
frequent.  Thus  chemists  are  being  robbe( 
of  approximately  half  their  total  fees  at  S{d(| 
time  when  increasing  overheads  would  we] 
justify  an  increase.  One  can  hardly  blam 
the  doctors  for  reducing  the  attendance  0 
their  patients  in  this  way,  but  surely  w 
have  a  moral  right  to  a  double  fee  fo 
double  the  number  of  doses.  If  such  1 
claim  could  be  approved  now  it  woul(] 
create  a  precedent  prior  to  the  big  increasi 
of  State  dispensing  by  chemists  alread; 
foreshadowed  in  the  Beveridge  report.
